A BLACK EYE FOR THE LAKE-FRONT. 


The Commissioners 80 Regard the Action 
of the Coancii—Expressions of Opinion. 
That tha action, or rather the non-action, of 

the Council last nidht will have its effect on 

the commission goes without saying. The 
most conservative say that it puts a cloud on 
tne title that will have to be considered, es- 
pecially as the report of the directors was 
heid over until today so that it could be pre- 
sented with thee concurrence of the city. 


That concurrence, although not denied, is 


withheld. 

Many of them express the opinion that the 
board will not report the site today, in spite 
of its promise, because me Council has not 
acted. All agree that the scheme, under tne 
circumstances, must be weakened if the 
Lake-Front is reported without the consent 
of one of the principal parties in interest. 

Mr. Exall, one of the most conservative 
seen, said: ; 

„We have not looked into the legal ques 
tions on the Lake-Front, and consequently 
have no means of knowing who the parties 
in interest are. We wish to uphoid your 
board as far as possible, and do not expect it 
to offer us anything that it cannot guarantee 
to furnish. Of course any shadow on the 
title must weaken it.” 

Dr. Cochran of Texas was more emphatic, 

“If the Council has refused to consider the 
matter,” he said, it seems to me that it 
gives the Lake-Front a setback. It must 
certainly weaken it in the eyes of the com- 
mission. I tnink the commission is against 
it, anyway. I think it caanot be pre- 
parea m time, aud if it can be 
it is not large enough. As for 
two sites. 1 do not believe in that. We are 
toid to select one, and it is rather stretching 
a point to consider that railroad connection 
makes one out of two.” 

Mr. Dickinson did not care to express any 
opinion, except that he could not think that 
the directors would present that which there 
was doubt about. 

Other Commissioners who could be seen 
after Council adjournment expressed opin- 
ions to the effect that we Lake-Front, ro- 
ported without the concurrence of the Coun- 
cil, could not be considered as favorably as 
it could with the concurrence of the Council, 
and that it was unpopular at best. 

The Commissiouers around the Auditorium 


were indignant at the action of tne 


the anti-license administration to dispense 
liquors. In that license they sign a state- 
ment that they have been continuing that 
business. They now seek, however, to show 
they have not been engaged in it at all, only’ 
as physicians and druggists, but this does 
exempt them from criminal prosecuéion. 


What the Mayor Says. 


Muyor Pierce left for Hoopeston <conight, 
having given bond for his appearance at the 
triai next week. In talking about the mat- 
ter tonight he said: 

“This prosecution grows out of the ma- 
liciousness of some young men who seek re- 
venge on me because as Muyor of Hoopeston 
I found it necessary to suppress gambling 
and close up the institution they had opened. 
They attempt to get their revenge through 
the channel of malicious prosecution, claiming 
a violation of the Internal Revenue law. Be- 
cause ardent spirits were administered oy 
me and my partner, Dr. McCaughey, to their 
wives and children when sick and needing 
them, they seek to prosecute us for it. We own 
a drug s ore, but seli liquor to no one, only 
prescribing it m case of necessity. 

„One Chamberlain Driggs got himself into 
the Federai grand jury, and through his in- 
strumentality got an indictment against us. 
He is an ambitious young Democrat, and his 
action is prom} by a spirit of revenge be- 
cause he was punished for running a saloon 
in Hoopeston and compelled to close up. He 
was one of the gamblers, and was fined $50, 
and all the witnesses be had before the 
grand jury were gamblers arrested and 
fined at the same time. We propose to figttt

Towards midnight the temperature fell 
rapidly under the influence of a northwest 
breeze to 74°.

Out at Giobe station, near 
the Indiana State line, where we send we 
horses, the men are all sick from handling 
the bodies. The ignorance of people adds to 
our difficulties. Here isa horse allowed to 
he at Wells street bridge for thirty hours be- 
fore we are notified. 6 had two notices of 
a dead horse in frontof No. 162 West Madison 
street before we learned that a mistake bad 
been made and that the horse was in front of 
No. 062, 1 thiak it was. You can say we will 
give any price for teams and drivers capable 
of handling the work.

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Suiali—Complaints of Big Wastes 
2 Packing Ho u M lavror Oregier 


Certain districts of the Town of Lake and 
Hyde Park are again complaining of an in- 
sufficient water supply, and grim forebodings 
of a genuine water-famine during the hot 
season are being expressed. 

We are pumping 38,000,000 rallons a day,” 
said Robert Hawkins, the Superintendent of 
the recently combined Lake ana Hyde Park 
pumping stations on the southsbore. “That 
is more water than was ever pumped. here 
before, The piper are inadequate to stand a 
greater pressure. If the Commissioner of 
Public Works orders us to increase the sup- 
ply we will do so, for we have a capacity of 
53,000,000, but it would be hazardous to do so. 
In fact, this afternobn a joint in the street 
near the pumping station burst. 

There were many complaints of feeble 
pressure in the hydrants last May. Since 
then a new Worthington engine, with a ca- 
pacity of 15,000,000 galions a day, has been 
put in at the Hyde Park station, For three 
weeks, at least, there has been a good strong 
pressure in nearly all the hydrants, despite 
the excessive use of water incident to the 
hot weather, 

The Mains Too Sm all. 

“The exceptions are in certain districts 
where the mains are too small. The north 
end of Hyde Park has four-inch mains. They 
were put in at a time when the average of 
houses to a block was three or four, and with 
the tremendous growth of the neghborhood 
have become inadequate to carry tne 
necessary supply of water, no matter what 
pressure is put on at the pumping-station. 


Then there is the district bounded by Thir- 


ty-ninth, Forty-seventh, Halstea, and State 
streets, which is in a similar predicament. it 
cannot be remedied except by new mains.“ 
Pipe-Superintendent Brown confirmed Mr. 
Hawkins’ statement and added that there 
was no necessity for economy with the water 
in Hyde Park and Lake where the mains 
were large enough to carry a reasonable 
supply, He even recommended that the 
hydrants +e kept open during this warm 
weatner, as they are at Pullman, to flush the 
sewers. 
Referring to complaints which have been 
received from the northwest corner of the 
Town of Lake, another official of the Water 


Department said: 
“We might dump the whole lake into the 


Stock, Vards and it would all be used, the 


north west part of the town goimg dry. Way. 
in those ‘king-houses I have seen six-inch 
pass-bys {nto tanks left wide open all the 
time. The overflow runs into the sewers.”’ 

A delegduon of Town of Lake citizens 
called on the Mayor yesterday afternocn to 
complain of the scarcity of water and the 
wasteluiness of the packing-houses. The 
visitors said it was impossible to get the 
water above the basement of their houses. 

Mayor Cregier’s Promise. 

The Mayor promised the delegation that he 
would order tne pumps be run ata high- 
er rate of speed so that the water pressure 
would be increased from the 3 sixty- 
five pounds per square foot to eighty pounds. 
He also directed City Engineer Northway to 
have connection made for the Town of Lake 
with the Hyde Park mains at Forty-first and 
Forty-third street. Itis anticipated that 4,200 
tons of pipe already ordered by the city will 
be delivered before Aug. 20, and it will 
be laid as rapidly as u arrives. This will 
give relief. for a couple of years, and then it

SEQUEL OF. THE BIG TEXAS CONTRACT. 


William Sturges and John v. Farwell Fall 

Hunt ine Former Goes Into Court. 

W lliam Sturges of New York yesterday 
secured from Judge Tuley an injunction re- 
straining John V. Farwell and George F. 
Westover, his attorney, from disposing of 
6.136 shares of capital stock of the Capitol 
Freehoia Land and Investment Company 
(Limited) of London and seven-fortieths of 
the capital stock of the Sonora Land com- 
pany, all of which Mr. Farwell bolds as col- 
laveral security for an advance of $140,000. 

The suit is a sequel to the Texas State Cap- 
itol contract which John V. and Charles B. 
Farwell and Congressman Abper Taylor took 
afew years age. They rece: their pay in 
Texas State lands. Sturges says in his bill 
that the contractors employed him to go to 
Europe to raise money, about $9,000,000 being 
needed to complete the enterprise, He says 
he succeeded in raising "between $4,000,000 
and $5,000,000 on the security of tne lands 
granted by the State of Texas. In pursu- 
ance of his object Sturges organized tha 
Capitol Freehola Land ana Investment com- 
pany. As remuperation for his efforts he 
ciaimed to be entitied to one-half the stock 
which should be left after tne $9,000,000 re- 
quired to complete the contract should have 
been raised. 

The claim of Sturges was considered ex- 
orbitant by the Farweils and they refused to 
pay it. The matter was finally left to Coium- 
bus R. Cummings and Walter Potter as arbi- 
trators. Mr. Potter is aow in Europe, so that 
at award of the arbitrators could not be 
made. 

In the meantime Sturges, desiring to realize 
something for his labors, secured a loan of 


$140,000 from John V. Faro, giving bis 


note payable June 24, 1890, and secured by 
the stock involved in this suit. Sturges

997,020, be- 
ine a gain of about 20 per cent over those for 
the corresponding time in last year, while 
the June clearings alone have increased a 
trifle over 30 percent. Of course a consid- 
erabie part of this great augment in the meas- 
ure of activity will be ascribed to greater 
sveculation on the local Stock Exchange and 
to the much more numerous traasfers of real 
estate at higner prices which have been made 
under de stimulus of the World's Colum- 
bian Exhibition.

while it is proposed to incorporate an amend- ) 
ment in the State Constitution legalizing one 
gambling concern, and that the biggest and 
most dishonest of all, and to renew its char- 
ter for another twenty-five years and to pay 
taxes out of the stealings, it is proposed to 
enforce another articie of the Constitution 
which declares gambling a vice and directs 
the Lepislature to suppress it instead of ab- 
rogating the article and placing all kinds of 
gambling on the same basis. 

Why does not Congress interfere? The 
agencies for doing this are in me hands of 
its cémmittees, The bilis introduced, once 
reported and passed, would soon suppress 
the monopoly, for without the post-office and 
postal cars, the Nationai banks, and inter- 
State express business the lottery would be 
compelled to close its doors. The people wait 
impatiently for Congress to perform its duty, 


for the benefit of the poor and the working 
classes, the servant girls, factory operatives, 
janitors, shop girls, clerks on small wages, 
and farmers’ boys all over the Union who are 
confidenced out of their hard-earned wages. 


BOTH SIDES OF THE LAKK-FRONT QuEs- 
TION. 

For somé weeks a lively argument has 
deen going’on as to whether the Lake-Front 
is or is not the ideal site fort the World's 
Fair. The people generally have divided on 
the question, and so have the directors. The 
same differences of opinion may soon show 
themseives in the National Commission. 
The tirmness with which the two sets of dis- 
putants have stood by their gunsis due main- 
ly to the fact that these is a great deal to say 
on each side. There are strong arguments 
why the Lake-Front should be chosen, and 
forcible ones why i. should nou Nobody can 
charge his oppovent with being hopelessly 
in the wrong and must admit that some of 
bis points have weight. Therefore, whether 
the National Commission accepts or rejects 
the Lake-Front, the people in general will 
admit that it can back up its action with 
strong reasons, and that there dre also 
strong reasons against it. Let us glance at 
both sides of the question. 

Those who object to the Lake-Front site do 
so, first, on account of the manner in which 
it will be acquired. They say that the city 
will only get a million and a half for fifty-tive 
acres of land north of Monroe street wortn et 
least several times that sum, and will be bar- 
tering future continuous benetits for the ad- 
vantage ofa year. They contend, further, 
that, even if the bargain were a just one, the 
space made available—about 800 acres— 
would not be room enough for the Fair. It 
would be haifasite at best, and nota site. 
They say that under a fair construction of 
the law all the exhibits must be on contigu- 
ous territory. That is impossible if 
the Lake-Front be taken. They argue 
that the law provides expressly for 
an agricultural 6xhibit, and one of the 
reasons why Chicago won in Congress was 
tnat its representatives promised the farmers 
of tne country to give them all the room they 
asked for their cattle, horses, sheep, pigs, 
poultry, and ower products. New York 
made no such promise and could not have 
kept it had it been made, as it had no avail- 
able space to offer. For that reason many 
who would have favored that city cast their 
votes for Chicago. On various occasions 
since the passage of chat law representatives 
of ine farmers have sald they should hold 
this city to its word. To break faith with 
them would be to imperil the success of the 
Exposition. It is not desired that the stalls 
of cattle and the booths of exhibiters of fine 
goods shall touch one anotber, but that ali 
parts of the Fair shall be within the same 
ring fence, Which may surround a whole sec- 
tion of land if necessary, and that nove of 
the great objects of exu bitien designated by 
Congress shall be turned into side shows or 
shuntea off to distant sites. ’ 

Those who oppose the Lake Park do it also 
on the ground that there is not time enough 
in which to do the needed enormous filling of 
the pond—that when itis filled and de con- 
struction of the buldings begun the season 
for the opening of the Fair will be near at 
hand, and it will be necessary to ask Con- 
gress for more time, which would carry it 
over to 1894 and deprive the Exposition of its. 
memoriai character, forif it is to commsm- 
arate the discovery of America it shouid be 
held in the year within which that great 
event happened. 

the Lake-Frontis also objected to on the 
ground that there will be a dreadful jam in 
the streets of the business secpion, which 
already have about all they can stand; that 
the crowds which will pour out of the Fair 
buildings wil be uncontrollable, and acci- 
dents will be of frequent occurrence; and 
that a large number 6f the merchants north 
of Twelfth street will be nearly ruined by a 
crowd which will be so great it will force 
them to close their doors. Says a corre- 
spondent: 

Will the receipts be greater if the Fair is held 
on the Luke-Front than they would be if held 
upon, say, Jackson Park? May not the reverse 
be the case? If our streets and sidewalks and 
all other thoroughfares are to be crowded to suf- 
focation should the Fair be held upon the Lake- 
Front, as Must necessarily be the case, will it 
not deter hundreds of thousands who will not 
submit to being crushed and jammed from at- 
tending. Who would otherwise be very glad to at- 
tend? And would not this state of things pre- 
vent hosts of our own ‘people from attending 
either evenings or during the day? Would not 
the attending of the Fair under such circum- 
stances be a bore and a hardship rather than a 
pleasure, and is not this argument of conven- 
ience liable to prove a bocmerang? On the other 
hand, should the Fair be neid at Jackson Park. 
with every road, either steam or cable, elevated 
or surface, connected with it, so that a person 
can reach it with perfect ease and comfort and 
with room for all when the Fair is reached, 
would not the receipts be very greatly increased 


over what can be expected from a Fair held 
upon the Lake-Froat? 


It is objected, further, that the intolerable 
smoke nuisance will not de abated, but will 
repel the exhibiters of more delicate and 
costly goods, and also of pictures, and will 
lessen greatly the number of visitors when 
they learn they must breathe by day and 
night a sooty and sulphurous atmosphere in 
the hottest part of the city. 2 

These are the main arguments on one side, 
which have convinced many. Here are some 
of the arguments which have convinced the 
other side. 

It is contended that if the Board of Direct- 
ors and the City Council, acting ior the city, 
accept the proposed arrangemeat with the 
lilinois Central it is safe to assume that it 1s 
not injurioug to the interests of, Chicago. 
Whatever may be said regarding some of the 
Aldermen, no one can question the honesty 
of the directors. There is room for an hon- 
est difference of opinion as to tne value of 
real estate situated under water, and the 
future has to decide which side. is right. 
They say that it will settle forever a twenty- 
five-year vexatious lawsuit with the IIlinois 
Central, and when the Fair is past and gone 
it will leave behird it a grand lake park ino 
front of the business center of the city, open 
to all citizens and visitors to enjoy, and to 
hold in readiness for future great fairs and 
public occasions. 

The friends of the Lake-Front do not claim 
that there will be room enough there for the 
agricultural exhibit. Nor do they deny that 
room must be provided for such exhibit. But 
they claim the law will be complied with 
should the fat stock and horses be given abun- 
dant grounds, so located that a person who 
wished to visit it could go there direct from 
the Lake-Front grounds by a conveyance 
which would take but a few minutes and cost 
but a nickel. The close counechon of the two 
sets of grounds by the Illinois Central tracks

After the farmers 
had visited the ground whicb was specially 
attractive to them they would take boat or 
train aud go up to the art exhivin When 
the thetes had seen what they wanted to 
on the Lake-Front they would take train or 
boat and go down to the other show to re- 
fresh tue eye with sleek cattle or fast horses, 

As regards the alleged difficulties of pre- 
paring the site, it is claimed they have been 
exaggerated and that it is not necessary to 
wait till all ine filme and piling are done 
before the work of building is begun, The 
two can go On together, and everything will 
be completed in ample time. The moment 
the Ilinois Central tracks have be swung 
out east ward one-third of a mile the work of 
const rucuon of buildings can begin. They 
assert that contractors stand ready to give 
heavy bonds for doing all the filling and pil- 
ing within one year. 

The friends of the Lake-Front say also— 
and this is one of the strongest of their ar- 
guments— that the only way to make Chicago 
a unit for the Fair is to choose the Lake- 
Front, because wulle it and the business dis- 
trict are nominally on the South Side, in real- 
ity they are neutral ground, the joint prop- 
erty of all divisions of we city. If the Lake- 
Front were chosen the West and North Di- 
visions would vote for the issue of five mill- 
ions of city bonds for the Fair, out were 
Jackson Park selected the West and North 
Sides might be lukewarm or hostile. Were 
Garfield Park chosen the Hyde Park, Lake, 
South and North Sides micht fight the issue 
of the bonds. If any secuonal site were 
chosen may of the subscribers.to the fund 
would lose their interest in the Fair and 
were might be trouble with the finances, If 
the Lake-Front were given up there might 
be a lack of harmony among the Cook County 
members $f the Legisiature, which would 
work mischief to the const.tuwuonal amend- 
ment. | 

They next set forth temptingly that if the 
Lake-Front is taken wo or three of the 
magnificent buildings which will be erected 
there for ex position purposes can remain for 
all time, and be used for local exposition and 
art purposes thereafter, showing to the 
world that Chioago is not given up wholly to 
pork, beef, wheat, lumber, and iron. But if 
they were put up elsewhere they would have 
to be torn down when the Fair was at an 
end, and sold as old material, and there 
would be nothing to show for them except 
what the directors might get for alot of old 
iron, steel, and glass, and stone foundations. 

As for the alleged dungerof overcrowding 
the Lake-Front, they say there is no danger, 
as a little careful policing and the good sense 
of the peapie wiil prévent any danger from

nates Was eminentiy just and wise, and condu- 
cive to a fair public expression in a Presidential 
yeur of Unusual excitement and great tempta- 
Lion. 


But even if the Government had existed 
a hundred years without such a law, so also 
it existed one hundred years without the In- 
ter-State Commerce law. The law was not 
enacted until abuses necessitated it. Be- 
cause Congress lets its powers lie dormant 
for any length of time is noreason why these 
powers should not be exerted when the 
occasion comes for it, In this case Repubiic- 
ans have not applied the constitutional rem- 
edy because they have waited and hoped 
yearafter year tor twenty years that the 
Democrats of the cotton States would aban- 
don their infamous frauds in Congressional 
elections.

URBAN GROWIH IN TH UNITED STATES. 
Ine various estimates made by the census 
supervisors show many remarkable increases 
in the growth of cities since we last census 
Was taken, and one of the most remarkabie 
{these is Omaha. In 1880 that city had 
1 in 1885 it had risen vo 61,885, and now 
it has jumped to 184,742, or over four times 
its population ten years ago. It always has 
been supposed that its closest rival, Kansas 
City, nad 30,000 or 40,000 more than Omaha, 
but Kapssus City, which had 55,785 in 1880, itis 
estimated now has but 140,000. If, however, 
we include South Omaha, which properly 
belongs to the former city, it is apparent 


that Omaha will pull ahead of Kansas City 


soon. Ihe growth of these two cities is 


quite as remarkable as that of those deadly 


rivals, Minneapolis and St. Paul, The figures, 
however, show wnat the rivalry is now only 
sentimental, for while St. Paul had 41,473 in 
1880 and now has 154,341, Minneapolis had 


40, 887 in 1880 and now claims 198,000. The 


percentage of increase is therelore nearly 
equal, and the joint population of the quar- 
relsome, jeaious twins is 302,541, or about the 
same as Pittsburg and its suburb, Allegheny. 

Omuha is not the only rapidly growing city 
in Nebraska. Lincoln, tne Capital, which in 
1880 had about 13,000, now has 55,000, and 
Beatrice has jumped from 2,447 to 13,428 in 
the same period. South Dakota also has two 


cities which have grown rapidity. Aberdeen

Uas 6,000. Sioux Falls nad 2,000, and now has 
12. 100, a gain of 10.000.

The general drift of the census figures 
northof the Potomacand tne Ohio shows that 
urban growth is running far ahead of rural 
growth. In the whole Nortn the city growth 
far surpasses the rural growth, as nearly all 
me foreign immigration has settled in the 
cities of the North. From the moral 
point of view this is unquesuonably 
adisadvantage, as city life does tend to make 
From the material point of 
view, however, itis otherwise. It is creat- 
ing a constantly incréasing market for agri- 
cuitural production, and were it not so farm- 
ing soon would be a desperate struggle to 


raise any money. If the farmers do not get as 


much for corn, wheat, oats, beef, and hogs as 
they desire they have an improving market 
close at nand for vegetables, fruits, eggs, 
and mut- 
ton. In tue East truck-farming has swept 
the country, and Pennsylvania and Ohio are 
given up largely to it. In Llinois also today 
truck-farming is increasing rapidly to supply 
the great Chicago market, which also calls 
upon Indiana, Michigan, Wisconsin, and Iowa 
for supplies, and upon the South and Caii- 
fornia for their early fruits, early vegeta 
bles, and early poultry. 


THE NEW CONSTITUTION OF BRAZIL. 

The new Constitution for Brazil, which.was 
promulgated the 23d, and will become the 
fundamental law as soon as tne Constituent 
Assembly shall have given it Its suncwon, is 
largely based upon the Constitution of this 
country. The principal ideas contained in it 
are as foilows: | 


Parliamentarism ceases [whatever that means]. 
Brazil adopts toe American system of u respon- 
sibie Executive, with Secre.aries respoasibie 
only to him and to the peopie. The Senator or 
Deputy who is chosena Secretary loses his 
seat. The first election of the President will be 
by Congress, Dut the Constitution establishes 
that nis election subsequentiy shail be by means 
of Electors. The people select their Electors in 
proportion to their delegations in Cengress. Each 
State has a separate meeting ot its E.ectors on 
the same day and at the same hour. If no citizen 
shull obtain dn absolute majority of tne Elector- 
al Cellege then Congress snail elect, choosing 
from the three persons who may haye the larg- 
est number of votes, After this, in case no one 
is yet electéd, Congress shall again vote, drop- 
ping the third name and voting for the two who 
have the largest number of votes. so that the 
President-elect shall have an absolute majority 
of the votes ca Ine President shall be elected 
jor siz years, and shall be ineligible for the next 
ten ‘years succeeding his term of office. The 
Secretaries of State are ineligible for the Presi- 
dency during their terms of office. 

The President of ine Senate shall be the Vice- 
President of the Republic. In case of the ab- 
sence or deatb of the President bis office shall be 


filled by the Vice-President. next by the Speaker 


of the House of Representatives, next by tne 
Vice-President of the Senate, and lastly by the 
President of the Supreme Tribunal of Justice. 


It will be seen by the above sketcn that 
the new Constitution closely follows ours, 
and in one important particular improves 
upon it. As soon as the Constituent Assem- 
bly shall have approved it it will be the law, 
and the new Congress will meet in Novem- 
ber and elect the President, after which that 
official will be chosen by Electors, as with us. 
He will then select his Sécretaries, who will 
be responsible to him, and the Congress will 


revise the Constitution and promuigate it. 


These preliminaries settled, the new Repub- 
lic of Brazil will be inaugurated definitively, 
and, let us hope, will have a successful 
future.

When that stage has been reached, and itis 
pretty sure to come in a short time, the pay- 
meut of pensions will take all the regular 
revenues of tne Government—certainly 250 
to 300 millions a year.

Therefore, on reecuon, Senator Allison 
may come to the conclusioh that it will not 
be Best to throw away tne 60 millions of sugar 
duties without a quid pro}juo—that the law 
should say they should be taken off only 
when that country whene the raw sugars 
came réciprocated. He mgy also come to the 
conciusion that 1t will bejolitic to reimpose 
the duties on coffee till Brazil comes to its 
senses. By pursuing this ojurse the revenues 
will be. increased — rather than 
diminished, tor it will taki) a little while be- 
fore foreign nations mae the necessary 
modifications in their cu toms regulations, 
which must precede the Admission of their 
sugar and coffee duty-ffre. And besides 
that the duties in part at least are needed. 
In view of the heavy appriipriations that in- 
crease of revenue will ng, come amiss. It 
may save the Administrétion from that 
nightmare of financiers—a Meficit.

PURCHASED BY THE VILLARD SYNDICATE. 


Milwaukee’s Electric. Light Plants Now 
Uwned by One Company. 

MILWavkeg, Wis., June 30.—[Special.|—A 
deal involving upwards of $5,000,000 and in- 
cluding a trausfer of a controling interest 
in the Badger Electric Light company, the 
Eaison Light company, and the Cream City 
and Milwaukee Street-Car companies has 
practically been consummated. The pur- 
chaser is the so-called Villard syndicate, in- 
cluding Henry Viliard and Ryan, the Pitts- 
burg capitalist. But Milwaukee capitalists 
will still retain an interest in each of 
the corporations, although there is a com- 
plete changé of owners in the Badger 
Electric Light plant, which was sold this 
The sale was made by John A. 
Hinsey. S. S. Badger, E C. Wall, and Win- 
fiela Smith, The purchasers outside of tne 
Villard syndicate are the sane Milwaukee- 
ans who are interested in the Edison Elec- 
tric Light plant now being built. So instead 
of competituon the Villard syndicate for tne 
present at least will have a monopoly of 
electric jighting in Milwaukee, the Badger 
Company to continue to furnish the arc light 
and the new Edison piant the incandescent. 
By also securing coutrolling interest in both 
the Cream City and Milwaukee City street- 
car lines the Villard syndicate will have 
two of the best paying companies in the city. 
Both lines wiil be transferred into an electric 
system. 

The Milwaukee and Northern Deal. 

The option on the Milwaukee and North- 
ern railroad held by the Wisconsin Central 
syndicate will expire tomorrow. The con- 
sideration is said to be $12,000,000. Although 
no advices that the sale has been consum- 
mated bad been feceived here up to this 
evening, some railroad men believe that the 
deal will be closed tomorrow. Vice-Fresi- 
dent Spencer of the Northern said that up to 
this time nothing had been done by the Cen- 
tral people, so far as he knew, toward closing 
the deal.

The Appellate Court handed down thirty-eight 
Opinions yesterday. Several interesting princi- 
pies of law were enunciated: 

A wife is not entitled to separate maintenance 


when she lives in the same house and eats at the 


same table with her husband, though they occu- 
Py separate apartments. A condition precedent 


must de a showing that the wife is actually liv- | 


ing separate and apart. 

An attorney from another State must take out 
a license in Illinois before he can collect fees 
for professional services, even though his client 
agrees to pay him. 

The old law of barretry or champerty—t. e., 
the maintenance of law suits—is decided by 
Judge Gary to have been so bruued away and 
exceptions so grafted upon it that there is noth- 
ing of substance left to it in this State. 

Judgment.in favor of Mrs. Maria J. Balton and 
against the Chicago West Division railway was 
sustained. The court declined to pass on the 
question raised in the case whether foot-passen- 
gers were obliged to walk diagonally or straight 
across a street.

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IN THE BOODLE CASE, 


Chesterfield on Hand—Hof Words Between 
Monear and Hamline—McRoberts, Dr. 
Gilmore, and Ez-Clerk Beadle Eat on 
the Stand—Evidence for the Prosecu- 
tion All In—The Ex-Aldermen Stil! 

Under Surveiliance—The Jary Will Not 
Make Ite Report Until Saturday. | 


Joseph Chesterfield Mackin was at the 
Criminal Court Building bright and early 
yesterday morning. He immediately sought 
an interview with the State’s-Attorney, 
‘Whom be assured that he had no intention of 
skipping. “I would have been cn hand Sat- 
urday if I knew you wanted me,” said 
Mackin. “Herel am now, ready to answer 
any question the grand jury is disposed to 
put to me.“ 

Tue grand jury was not disposed to inter- 
view Mackm as soon as he wished. He sat 
around,“ and had a long interview with Mr. 
McRoberts, who came in after his arrival. 
The oniy portion of the conversation over- 
heard was the following, spoken in a simu- 
lated angry tone by Mackin: Lou cannot 
bulldoze me or bribe me.

He was 
positive that Mackin told him about the affi- 
davits, tha, they were made by two ex-Al- 
dermen, and that they related to the use of 
boodle in the Council for the passage of the 
Meigs L road ordinance. 

Dr. A. P. Gumore of the Drainage Commis- 
sion aiso testified to meeting Gabel and 
Mackin together when both made reference 
to the squeezers,“ by which he understood 
the affidavits. Gabel carried on the conversa- 
tion and said they [meaning himself, Gabel, 
and Mackin} had the squeezers on the booa- 
lers of the Council and knew how to use 
them.“ Dr. Gilmore also told about submit- 
ting the Gabel affidavit of Nov. 14 to Mayor 
Cregier and of che Mayor’s queer conduct in 

erence to the same. Dr. Gilmore also told 
the jury that Mr. John C. Richberg told him 
that Mackin had made affidavits for certain 
ex-Aldermen and would stir up a muss about 
the use of boodle in the Council. 

Ex-Cierk Beadle related his experience 
last Tuesday in Mackin’s office, when Mack- 
in and Monear wid nina soon out of town and 
Mackin gave him a 85 Bi 

This completed the testamony for the day. 
County Controller Dan Healy was on hand, 
but was not called in, neither was Secretary 
Bruder of the Meigs company,who responded 
to subpoenas. Mr. Healy was called to tes- 
tafy about a conversation be had with Wall- 
ner last March, when the latter was a candi- 
date for reélectuon. 
Healy that Wallner was no good, that he nad 
made an affidavit acknowieding that he took 
Doodie, and so forth.

Secretary Bruner was quite anxious to be 
called to testify that M. C. McDonald did not 
become financially interested in the Meigs 
enterprise — Feb. 28, 1889. He was not 
given a chance. All the evidence for the 
prosecution is now in, but the State's-Attor- 
ney is not satisfied that a case for indictment 
has been made. He is utterly opposed to in- 
dicting Wallner and Monear for boodling on 
the strength of their own repudiated affl- 
davits, aud it is said he is also opposed to in- 
dictments against Wallner, Monear, and 
Mackin for perjury, though he thinks the 
evidence as to this offense is strong. He 
says he does not care, however, to burden 
himseif at this time witn a doubtful case. If 
he should fail to convict after indictment he 

would be subjected to sharp criticism. 

Representatives of those who are pushing 
the prosecution had an animated interview 
yesterday with the State’s-Attorney. They 
urgea that. the evidence is sufficient for in- 
dictment for boodhng against Monear and 
Waiiner and for perjury against Mackin. Mr. 
Longenecker did not agree with them. There 
was an animated debate on the points, and it 
is said hot words were exchanged. The up- 
shot of the whole thing is that the parties 
urging the prosecution promised to submit 
some legal authorities today to justify the 
position that the testimony warrants the re- 
turn of true bills against Monear, Waliner, 
and Mackin. 

The two ex-Aldermen are yet under sur- 
Veillance. Walier has not confessed, and he 
is not likely to confess. He is feeling a little 
better this week. Monear and Hamiine got 
into an altercation in the ante-room, during 
which the he was freely given and taken. 

The jury will not make its report until Sat- 
urday, but the investigation into the poodle 
cases is practically concluded, unless there 
are some new and interesting developments.

Preparations for the Ceremonies at In- 
dfanapolise—Gov. Hill's Arrival, 

InDIaNAPoLis, Ind., June 30.—[Special.)— 
Train-loads of people are coming to Indianap- 
olis today to be present at the unveiling of 
tne Hendricks statue tomorrow, the most 
prominent of the visitors being the party 
from New York, composed of Gov. Hill. Gen. 
Dan E. Sickles, Controller Wemple, Secre- 
tary of State Rice, and Gen. Earle. The 
train on which the party made the trip to In- 
dianapolis was stopped en route this morn- 
ing at Union City and Anderson, Ind., and 
Gov. Hill was called out to the platform of 
his car by waiting crowds. He spoke briefly 
at Anderson, remarking simply but some 
what significantly that he was com®g to In- 
diana to be present at the unveiling of a 
monument to the memory of the State’s 
famous son and illustrious Democrat, 
Thomas A. Hendricks. It is the generul 
opinion that there is a good deal of politics in 
the trip. Hill is surrounded by shrewd poli- 
ticians, and durmg the day many of the 
prominent Indiana Democrats have called 
upon him, among them ex-Senator McDonald, 
Senator Turpie, ana ex-Gov. Gray, whose 
name is commonly linkea with that of the 
New York Governor as a second place Presi- 
dential possibility. Gov. Hovey this after- 
noon formally called upon Gov. Hill. Tomor- 
row Gov. Campbell and Gov. Francis will 
also be here. The indications are that there 
will be fully 50,000 people from outside the 
city in attendance at the unveiling cere- 
monies, Long delegations are coming from 
tne cities of neighboring States, and it is ex- 
pected that there will be 10,000 representa- 
tives of political clubs and public bodies in 
the street procession preceding the unveil- 
ing ceremonies, 38 will be held at 2

FATAL FIRE IN AN OIL REFINERY. 


Three Persons Roasted Alive at Louisville, 
a Ky.—Other Fires. 

Lovursvit_z, Ky., June 30.—Five acres of 
fire was the awful sight witnessed at the 
Standard Oil refinery at Fifth and C streets 
this morning. The immense structure was 
blazing at every point and the heat was so 
intense that eyen 200 yards away persons 
were overcome.’ The foliowing is the list of 


fatalities: 

JOHN MCDONALD, aged 14, literally roasted 
alive; can live bat a short time. 

DAN O' NEIL. aged 12, burned almost to a 
crisp and will die. 

JOHN KLINE, aged 22, frightfully burned all 
over the body; can’t recover. 

Andrew McDonald, Severen Skeen, J. 8. 
Pettigo, and Arthur Yonkers were severely 
burned, but will recover. 

The tire broke out at 8:45 o’clock, and was 
in many respects a remarkable one. It be- 
came necessary;to run the oil out of a car- 
tank into another one in the yard. 

When the tank was opened the air was im- 
mediately filled with vapor. 

The gas is heavier than the air, and it sank 
to the ground, spreading out all over the lo- 
cality, and moving with me wind. Almost 
in a twinkling it reached one of the sheds 
under which there was a fire. There was a 
flash as the inflammable vapor ignited, and 
immediately after there was a tremendous 
explosion. 

e tunk was blown to pieces and the 
hundreds of galions of burning oil were scat- 
tered all over the great works. A wall of 
fire 300 feet high and nearly 500 feet long 
moved with lightning rapidity to the other 
buildings. In less time than it takes to re- 
late it the canning-house, filied with 
thousands of galions of canned oil, the cooper 
shop, carpenter shop, pump and engine 
houses, the filling and lubricating houses, 
the storage-houses, the paint and glue houses, 
and 900 feet of platform were all ablaze and 
burned furiously. ~~ 

Three little boys, Daniel O’Neil and An- 
drew and John McDonald, were walking 
aloug the railroad track when the explosion 
occurred. They were slightly to the east of 
the tank and the wind biew the blaze direct- 
ly down upon them. 

The loss is estimatea at $40,000; no in- 
surance. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 30.—At half-past 
4 o’clock this morning a passer-by discovered 
a fire in the rear of George Huhn’s drug 
store, at No. 1283 Nicoilett avenue, directly 
opposite the city-hall. A fire alarm was 
turned in, and when the gepartmert arrived 
the fire had gained such headway that it was 
hard work getting it under control. 

Marder, Luse & Co., the typefounders, 
who occupied the upper stories of the buiid- 
ing, are the greatest losers. Their loss will 
exceed $50,000.

LouisvIILI, Ky., June 30.—The immense 
plant of the Allen-Bradley Distiliery compa- 
ny, at Soüthall and Thorn streets, was com- 
pletely destroyed by fire this morning, en- 
tailing a loss of not less than $150,000, fully 
insured.

LIKE CALIFORNIA WINES. 


ENGLISHMEN USK A GREAT DEAL OF 
THE PRODUCT. 


It Is Called For at Some of the Best Clubs 
and Restaurants in London — Brands 
That Are Superior to the Freach 
Article—A Foreiguer’s Business Chances 
in Mexico — Arizona’s Contempt for 
United States Troops —- Work on the 
Nicaragua Canal. 

A. G. Furney, 4 retired wine merchant of 
London, who registered at the Grand Pacific 
yesterday, speaks highly of American wines 
and says the California products are well re- 
ceived in England. “Five years ago,“ he 
said, “I ordored a few barreis of California 
wines as an experiment. It could hardly be 
distinguished from the Freach article except 
by the labels. Then I began to import it 
regularly in small quantities. Each year the 
trade in California wines has increased, until 
now the imports. are extensive. Lamon my 
way to the Paprifio t now to look at tne 
vineyards. t looking for invest- 


meuts, but 4 du @ Pleasure trip from which 
I shall derive pombe formation. 


“The white nes of California are 
excellent. They are in every sense 
equal to those produced in France, 


California champagne is better than French 
champagnes, and it is often called for in 
some of the best clubs and cafés in London. 
I believe that in a few years California will 
be the wine - produeing country of the world. 
The French have been handling vineyards 
80 long that they can get a better quality ef 
grape than tne Californians, but the Ameri- 
cansare improving and it is only a matter 
of time before they will be at the top. Call- 
fornia has one advantage. It can raise a 
crop of grapes every year, while the climate 
of France aliows only one good vintage every 
seven years. Five years from now Califor- 
nia vineyards will be more valuabie than 
those of France.“ 


the City of Mexico!“ was asked of Don Luis 
Huelier at the Leland Hotel last evening. 
Don Hueller is one of the most prominént men 
of Mexico. ** Young men in certain lines of 
business can do better theré than in the 
United States,” be replied. ‘But a young 
man with no well-defined ideas of what he is 
going to do, or what he can do, had better 
stay at home, Every month a hundred young 
Americans come to the City of Mexice. They 
have no traue or especial experience that 
would make them valuable, cannot speak a 
word of Spanish, and yet they expect to find 
a good thing because chey are in Mexico. 
After suffering a few weeks they return to 
the States disgusted with our land. 

On the other hand stenographers, book- 
keepers, and mechanics come to Mexicojand 
find good positions at once. A few days be- 
fore Icame to Chicago I placed a young 
stenographer in ons of the railroad offices at 
a salary of 5125 a month. He does not know 
our language, yet his ability asa shorthand 
man made him valuable. I believe ten others 
of like ability could have secured equally 
good posiuons. Stenographers are in special 
demand in Mexico, and one that knows Span- 
ish commands a remarkably good salary. 

That is the great point. If you are going 
to the Spanisa countries, first learn the 
language, How do you suppose a young 
Mexican, who could not speak English, 
would get along in Chicago. He could not 
eara enough to keep him alive. Yet tne 
American thinks he cun goto Mexico and 
get rich at the start. The American clerk 
who can speak Spanish, bas not the slightest 
trouble in getting a place in Mexico. Our 
merchants willalmost discharge a native to 
make a place for an American.”’ 


The Apache Indians still hold the citizens 
of Arizona in terror, according to B. F. 
Swan of Phoenix, who was at the Palmer 
House yesteraay. In certain counties,“ 
he said, “the cattlemen and settiers are 
afraid that more depredations will be com- 
mitted. It is delieved that a number of 
Avaches have left the Sau Carlos Reserva 
tion and are preparing for a wicked cam- 
paign.

Mou remember when the Apaches shot 
an Eastern tourist,a Mr. Hardie, a few 


weeks ago, When the news of the mur- 
der reached Wilcox a newspaper re- 
porter started for the ranch where 
the murder had been committed. 


He reached his destination in nine hours. 
The troops from Fort Bowie, ten miles 
nearer the scene, did not ger to the ranch 
for four days, though they received the news 
of the murder at the same time that the re- 
porter did. To be sure, you would not ex- 
pect troops to have as much dagh and pluck 
as a newspaper- man, whose push is proverb- 
ial, but still, such methods as this on the 
part of the United states soldiers are enough 
to disgust the settlers, who naturally expect 
protection from the military. 

Several troops of cavairy are in pursuit 
of the Indians, but they will never get up to 
them. The soldiers in Arizona do about as 
they please; and the peopie out there have 
no use for Uncle Sam's men.“

Those who drink this water are 
as healthy as Chicago people, and if the 
laborers were compeiled to drink it there 
would be scarcely any sickness.
